-She has been with Macmillan 

since 1955 . Her office has a western exposure and her windows do not 

overlook Elm St. They overlook the railroad yards. She was listening 

to the radio as she worked, having lunched in her office. She left the 
bought 

off ice, ^55 a box of Kleenex and returned. A Mrs. Case who she said 
hadn't gone out, was still in tho office, (p. 398 ) 

3hc heard on the radio that the President wa3 turning onto Houston 
at Main and decided to go to the window and look. She want tothe Ameri- 
can Book Co. office, "the office closest to us that had a window looking 
out on Elm." As she left to go to the office of Allyn and Bacfen, because 
no one was in the American Book Co. office, she heard a shot. The manager, 
Mr. i'/ilson, who was at the window, said, "oh, my Cod, there's been a 
shooting." By the time she got to the window the press bus was passing. 

She figured she'd missed tho ^resident and started back to her office; 
she had heard only one shot. She figured it was tho last one. (Note 
all the other people who testified abo ut the shots shaking and vibrating 
the o building. ) She was Sacing east and thought the shot came from her 
back, or from the west. She was in a hallway also. 

V'hy she was called and why her testimony was taken I don't know 
unless they felt 26 volumes had to be filled up to the maximum.
